Prospectus  And  Production  Highlights 

The  purpose  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  is  to  provide  visually  handi- 
capped people  with  educational  and  recreational  literature  in  braille,  large  type,  and  recorded 
form,  and  to  manufacture  the  learning  aids,  special  tools,  and  special  supplies  necessary  for  their 
education. 

APH  is  the  oldest  agency  for  the  blind  and  near-blind  in  the  United  States,  and  the  world's 
largest  publishing  house  for  the  blind.  Incorporated  in  1858  as  a  private,  nonprofit  organization,  its 
policies  are  guided  by  a  corporate  board  of  trustees. 

Since  1879,  APH  has  had  the  responsibility  to  administer  the  federal  funds  provided  under 
the  "Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind."  This  means  that  we  are  the  official  source  of 
school  materials  for  students  of  less  than  college  level  in  the  United  States.  We  are  assisted  in 
administering  this  responsibility  by  our  ex  officio  trustees,  who  are  heads  of  residential  facilities  for 
education  of  the  blind,  representatives  of  state  departments  of  education  and  other  educational 
agencies  for  the  blind.  These  trustees  participate  in  our  advisory  committees  and  in  our  annual 
meetings,  which  provide  a  forum  for  exchange  of  ideas  and  information  between  our  staff,  our  ex 
officio  trustees,  and  other  educators. 

The  work  that  we  do  on  a  contract  basis  for  other  organizations  comprises  a  great  part  of 
our  output.  This  production  includes  such  items  as  braille  and  recorded  books  for  the  National 
Library  Service  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped,  braille  menus  for  restaurants,  cassette 
tapes  for  religious  groups,  and  tactile  signs. 

Through  our  fund  raising  efforts,  we  are  able  to  produce  braille  and  recorded  editions  of  the 
Reader's  Digest  each  month  and  recorded  weekly  copies  of  Newsweek  Magazine,  most  of  which 
are  distributed  to  adult  blind  persons  and  regional  libraries  at  no  cost.  The  graph  below  gives  a 
general  percentage  breakdown  of  our  products  and  sources  of  income.

Report  Of  The  Chairman  Board  Of  Trustees 


This  is  the  1 13th  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind.  All  of  us  on  the  Corpo- 
rate Board  welcome  you  to  Louisville  and 
hope  attendance  at  this  meeting  has  been  both 
pleasant  and  productive  for  each  of  you. 

As  in  previous  reports,  I  feel  it  necessary 
to  emphasize  the  continuing  impact  of  eco- 
nomic factors  on  costs  of  manufacturing  the 
products  we  supply.  Last  January  saw  addi- 
tional increases  in  the  minimum  wage  and  in 
our  contributions  to  social  security.  Double- 
digit  inflation  characterized  much  of  the  year. 
In  June,  we  signed  a  union  contract  which  will 
exert  upward  pressure  on  costs  over  the  next 
three  years. 

We  have  continued  to  try  to  offset  grow- 
ing costs  through  increasing  the  efficiency  of 
our  operation.  We  have  changed  our  produc- 
tion management  by  placing  our  Talking 
Book,  Manufacturing,  and  Maintenance  Divi- 
sions under  one  manager  and  by  placing  the 
Braille  and  Large  Type  Divisions  directly 
under  a  manager  in  the  Editorial  Department. 
In  both  cases  we  have  strengthened  our  man- 
agement team  through  acquisition  of  addi- 
tional staff  with  appropriate  skills  from  out- 
side the  Printing  House.  We  plan,  in  the  same 
fashion,  to  improve  our  marketing  efforts.  We 
are  in  the  process  of  improving  and  broaden- 
ing applications  of  data  processing  throughout 
the  Printing  House,  which  should  do  much  to 
increase  efficiency.  We  recently  acquired  an 
IBM  370/125  computer  as  an  interim  vehicle 
for  this  purpose. 

It  is  very  pleasant  to  report  that  APH 
sales  increased  21.6%  in  FY  1981.  This  is  the 
largest  increase  in  sales  we  have  ever  expe- 
rienced in  a  single  year.  We  had  several  very 
strong  products  come  on  line  during  the  year 
which  undoubtedly  contributed  to  this 
increase.  These  included  the  World  Book 
Encyclopedia,  Recorded  Edition,  further  levels 
of  Patterns,  the  Program  to  Develop  Effi- 
ciency in  Visual  Functioning,  the  Tactile 
Graphics  Kit,  and  the  Variable  Intensity 
Study  Lamp. 


We  completed  the  move  into  our  new 
building  in  January.  This  has  allowed  for 
much  more  efficient  handling  of  raw  materials 
and  finished  goods  inventories.  It  provided 
much  needed  space  to  expand  our  manufac- 
turing activities.  Completion  of  the  ramp  in 
front  of  the  administration  building  has 
brought  us  completely  into  compliance  with 
federal  requirements  for  architectural  barriers. 
In  addition,  we  made  several  building  modifi- 
cations to  provide  a  safer  environment  for  our 
employees. 

Results  of  public  fund  raising  to  support 
the  publication  of  the  recorded  editions  of 
Reader's  Digest  and  Newsweek  and  the  braille 
edition  of  Reader's  Digest  were  very  good. 
Efforts  to  reduce  the  cost  of  these  fund  raising 
programs  were  successful.  Last  spring  we 
changed  our  name  to  Fund  for  the  Braille  and 
Recorded  Editions  -  -  Reader's  Digest.  This 
was  done  to  avoid  confusion  with  the  Reader's 
Digest  Fund  for  the  Blind,  Inc.  which  supports 
the  publication  of  the  large  type  editions  by  the 
parent  organization.  A  new  fund  called  the 
Talking  World  Book  Fund  was  started  with  a 
gift  of  $50,000  from  World  Book-Childcraft 
International,  Inc.  This  fund  is  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  the  Recorded  Edition  of  World 
Book  Encyclopedia  to  schools  and  other 
institutions. 

We  appreciate  very  much  the  fine  sup- 
port we  have  received  from  our  Ex  Officio 
Trustees  during  the  year.  I  would  particularly 
like  to  thank  those  among  you  who  have 
served  on  our  committees  and  supported  our 
research  and  development  efforts. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  congratulate  Dr. 
Nolan,  his  staff,  and  all  the  employees  of  the 
Printing  House  for  the  very  fine  year  we  have 
had.

Report  Of  The  President 


Welcome  to  our  113th  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  American  Print- 
ing House  for  the  Blind.  We  are  always  glad  to 
see  you  in  Louisville  each  year  at  this  time.  All 
of  us  hope  your  visit  with  us  has  been  fruitful. 

FY  1981  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for 
us.  The  great  increase  in  sales  we  experienced 
could  not  have  occurred  without  a  parallel 
increase  in  production.  Last  year  about  this 
time,  we  lost  our  production  management  and 
several  of  us  had  to  fill  these  roles  temporarily. 
We  have  had  to  contend  with  the  shifting  winds 
from  Washington  and  attempt  to  adjust 
accordingly.  To  top  it  all,  we  had  to  negotiate 
our  first  labor  contract,  an  experience  for 
which  none  of  us  was  prepared. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  we 
failed  to  receive  an  increase  in  our  appropria- 
tion under  the  "Act  to  Promote  the  Education 
of  the  Blind."  We  made  a  significant  effort  to 
prevent  this,  in  which  many  of  you  partici- 
pated. We  are  grateful  for  your  efforts.  In  spite 
of  all  we  could  do,  our  authorization  for  FY 
1982  was  held  at  approximately  the  FY  1981 
level  (including  the  permanent  appropriation  of 
$10,000)  or  at  $4,933,600.  This  breaks  down 
into  $4,593,920  for  educational  materials, 
$89,760  for  advisory  services,  and  $249,920  for 
educational  and  technical  research. 

We  registered  36,397  students  in  January 
1981,  an  increase  of  1,583  students  over  the 
January  1980  registration.  The  per  capita 
allotment  for  FY  1982  is  $126.21,  which  is 
$5.66  less  per  student  than  in  FY  1981. 

At  the  meeting  of  our  three  Advisory 
Committees  held  in  May  1981,  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  number  of  our  committees  be 
reduced  to  two.  We  have  acted  on  this  recom- 
mendation. We  have  combined  the  Educa- 
tional Research  Committee  and  the  Educa- 
tional Aids  Committee  into  a  new  Educational 
Research  and  Development  Committee.  No 
new  members  will  be  appointed  to  this  Com- 
mittee until,  through  annual  attrition,  its  mem- 
bership is  reduced  to  four  or  less. 


For  the  first  time  in  our  history,  we  have 
a  union  contract  covering  about  350  produc- 
tion workers.  Following  an  election  held  in 
January  1981,  we  spent  the  period  March 
through  June  negotiating  this  contract.  It  was  a 
very  difficult  task  due  to  the  complexity  of  our 
operations  and  our  lack  of  experience.  Both 
sides  took  a  positive  approach  with  the  result 
that  we  were  able  to  agree  to  a  forty-month 
contract  starting  in  July,  1981. 

As  indicated  in  the  Chairman's  Report, 
production  was  very  high  this  year.  In  braille 
we  broke  two  previous  production  records. 
Total  braille  plate  production  exceeded  all  pre- 
vious years  by  5%,  and  braille  plate  production 
in  October  1980  exceeded  that  of  any  other 
single  month  in  our  history.  Orders  for  vacuum 
form  copies  were  up  15%  over  the  previous 
year. 

We  were  able  to  significantly  reduce  back 
orders  in  regular  run  large  type.  Two  large  and 
extremely  valuable  works  were  produced:  The 
Pocket  Dictionary  and  20,000  Words,  7th  Edi- 
tion. This  was  a  banner  year  for  short  run  large 
type  with  production  up  by  over  one-third.  All 
orders  in  the  house  by  June  1st  were  shipped  by 
September  1st  with  the  exception  of  those  for 
which  we  experienced  permission  delays. 

In  Talking  Book  we  experienced  a  much 
larger  than  usual  number  of  problems  with  our 
equipment,  processes,  and  raw  materials  with 
consequent  delays  in  delivery  and  increased 
costs.  Efforts  to  recruit  additional  needed  read- 
ers were  only  partially  successful.  In  spite  of 
these  difficulties,  production  of  hard  records. 
flexible  records,  and  cassettes  was  quite  good. 

The  manufacture  of  educational  aids 
continued  at  an  increased  level  despite  the 
interruptions  involved  in  moving  this  Division 
into  our  new  building  in  December.  The  design 
of  the  World  Book  Player  was  modified  during 
the  year  to  improve  its  performance  and  reduce 
damage  which  had  occurred  in  shipping. 

For  this  fine  production  record,  I  am 


deeply  grateful  to  Dick  Gatewood,  Bill  Maple, 
Wayne  Brown,  and  Jerry  Maddux,  who 
manage  our  four  production  divisions.  They 
were  ably  supported  by  our  Maintenance  Div- 
ision which  is  managed  by  Bob  Phelps. 

Our  educational  research  and  develop- 
ment program  was  quite  productive  last  year. 
We  were  awarded  a  grant  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  to  develop  additional 
mathematics  teaching  materials.  Following 
requests  by  our  Advisory  Committees,  the 
research  staff  conducted  39  teacher  workshops 
on  use  of  the  new  materials.  A  total  of  120 
outside  consultants  and  teacher  evaluators 
assisted  the  staff  of  18  persons  in  development 
of  a  variety  of  new  products. 

During  the  year,  our  Instructional  Mate- 
rials Reference  Center  continued  its  excellent 
service  to  the  field.  The  good  work  of  the 
Department  for  Circulation  and  Program 
Support  has  been  described  by  our  Chairman 
in  his  report. 

Our  labor  negotiations  during  the  year 
imposed  a  tremendous  burden  on  our  Person- 
nel Department.  Job  descriptions  were 
reviewed,  wage  scales  defined  for  the  entire 
Printing  House,  fringe  benefits  reviewed  and 
revised  as  desired,  and  the  Department  Man- 


ager participated  as  a  member  of  our  negotia- 
tion team. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  would  like  to 
express  my  very  great  thanks  to  the  Printing 
House  staff  for  their  help  during  the  year. 
These  include  Carolyn  Collier,  Bob  Haynes, 
Jane  Kent,  Carl  Lappin,  Ralph  McCracken, 
Hazel  Maffet,  June  Morris,  and  Jack  Decker, 
who  joined  us  in  April  as  Production  Manager. 

Everyone  here  at  the  Printing  House  is 
deeply  indebted  to  our  Ex  Officio  Trustees  for 
the  numerous  ways  in  which  they  have  sup- 
ported us  during  the  year. 

To  our  Corporate  Board  of  Trustees  is 
due  the  appreciation  of  us  all.  Personally,  I  am 
deeply  grateful  to  Joseph  B.  Woodlief,  Chair- 
man, and  to  members  John  L.  Barr,  III,  Wat- 
son B.  Dabney,  Marion  S.  Webb,  Jr.,  and 
James  S.  Welch  for  their  guidance  and  support 
during  this  year.

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Report  of  the  Educational  Research  Committee 


The  Educational  Research  Committee 
met  on  November  1,  1981,  to  review  the  report 
of  Research  and  Development  activities  of  the 
Department  of  Educational  Research  at  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  Activ- 
ities described  in  the  Department's  report  for 
the  fiscal  year  have  been  concentrated  on 
materials  development  projects.  These  have 
covered  a  broad  range  of  subjects  including 
Early  Childhood  and/ or  Multi-handicapped, 
Low  Vision,  Braille  Reading,  Tactile  Graphics, 
Mathematics,  Science,  and  Educational  Meas- 
ures. During  the  year,  two  projects  were 
funded  through  federal  grants  from  the  Office 
of  Special  Education.  Other  projects  in  the 
area  of  Biology  and  Mathematic  Concepts 
were  funded  through  a  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation.  Efforts  con- 
tinue to  seek  outside  funding  sources  for 
research  projects  at  APH. 

Increased  efforts  have  been  made  at 
APH  to  expedite  the  manufacture  of  products 
for  consumer  use  and  to  increase  the  market- 
ing of  these  products. 

The  Educational  Research  Committee 
wishes  to  commend  Dr.  Nolan  and  the  staff  of 
the  Educational  Research  Department  for 
their  efforts  to  maintain  continuing  communi- 
cation and  input  from  the  field  to  meet  the 
changing  needs  of  visually  impaired  children 
and  youth  across  our  nation. 

As  Recorder  for  the  joint  meeting  of  the 
Educational    Research    Committee    and    the 


Educational  Aids  Committee,  a  brief  report 
was  also  presented  to  the  Board  of  the  May 
1981  meeting.  The  joint  committee  had  made 
recommendations  the  previous  year  relating  to 
concerns  in  the  field.  Feedback  was  given  by 
staff  establishing  this  as  an  appropriate  vehicle 
for  improved  communication.  It  was  also 
recommended  that  the  two  committees  be 
combined  as  one,  as  product  development  cuts 
across  both  educational  aids  and  research.  The 
new  committee  will  be  called  the  Research  and 
Development  Committee  and  will  continue  to 
have  broad  representation  from  ex-officio 
trustees. 

Further  detail  of  these  joint  meetings 
may  be  found  in  the  Joint  Committee  Reports 
for  1980  and  1981. 

As  outgoing  Chairperson  of  the  Educa- 
tional Research  Committee,  I  would  like  to 
extend,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  our  appre- 
ciation to  APH  staff  for  their  efforts  in  provid- 
ing concise  information  in  such  a  way  that  the 
committee  has  been  well  informed  and  able  to 
meet  its  commitment  to  consumer  review.  We 
encourage  the  streamlining  and  continuation 
of  this  process  to  assure  appropriate  service  to 
the  field  of  visual  disabilities.

NOTE  1.     Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Inventories  are  stated  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market  on  the  first-in,  first-out  identification 
method. 

(b)  Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  their  estimated  value  at  June  30,  1941,  and  at  cost  for  additions 
since  that  time.  Depreciation,  computed  on  the  straight  line  basis  over  reasonable  useful 
lives  of  the  various  classes  of  assets,  amounted  to  $291,280  and  $218,  224  for  this  and  the 
prior  fiscal  year. 

(c)  The  company  is  a  tax  exempt  non-profit  corporation  under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code.

NOTE  3.    Accrued  Contribution  to  Pension  Plan 

The  company  has  in  effect,  for  eligible  personnel,  a  non-contributory  pension  plan. 

This  amount  represents  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  current  contribution  due  to  the 
pension  trust,  final  determination  of  which  was  not  made  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report. 

Effective  July  1,  1976,  the  plan  was  amended  to  comply  with  the  Employee  Retirement 
Income  Security  Act,  to  eliminate  the  contributions  on  the  part  of  the  employees  and  to  change 
the  benefit  formula.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  chosen  to  fund  the  past  service  cost  over  a 
30-year  period. 

The  method  of  valuation  employed  is  the  frozen  initial  liability  method,  a  variant  of  the 
entry  age  normal  method.  In  the  opinion  of  the  actuary,  the  assumptions  used  are  in  the 
aggregate  reasonably  related  to  the  experience  of  the  plan  and  to  reasonable  expectations.

NOTE  4.     Special  Funds 

The  special  funds  are  all  administered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  are  composed  and 
restricted  as  follows: 

(a)  Building  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  undesignated  gifts  and  bequests  and  transfers  from  other 
funds  to  be  used  for  major  building  additions  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

(b)  Endowment  Fund  —  Board  Restricted 

This  fund  is  composed  of  undesignated  gifts  placed  in  this  fund  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  to  be  used  as  a  continuing  endowment  or  expended  otherwise  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board. 

(c)  Endowment  Fund  —  Donor  Restricted 

This  fund  consists  of  those  gifts  and  bequests  restricted  to  permanent  endowment  by 
donors  with  the  income  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

(d)  Talking  World  Book  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  restricted  by  donors  to  providing  recorded 
World  Book  Encyclopedias  to  the  blind. 

(e)  Newsweek  Talking  Magazine  Fund 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests  restricted  by  donors  to  provid- 
ing copies  of  Newsweek  talking  books  to  the  blind. 

(f)  Fund  for  Braille  and  Recorded  Editions  —  Reader's  Digest 

This  fund  is  composed  of  contributions  and  bequests  restricted  by  donors  to  furnish- 
ing copies  of  the  Reader's  Digest,  in  braille  and  recorded  editions,  or  for  increasing 
production  facilities  and  services  for  the  blind.
